KASKASKIA’S DEAD. 


Exercises Accompanying the Unveiling 
of the Monument at Fort Gage. 


CHESTER, III., July 4.—The day we cele- 
brate was observed to-day by a boat load of 
St. Louls people who came down on the 
steamer Belle Memphis to spend a few hours 
at Fort Gage, and to be present. at the un- 
velling of the monument presented by the 
State of IIlinols tothe people, in memory of 
the 5,000 dead Kaskaskians who were recent- 


y removed from the old cemeteries in the 
Howigrounds to the topof a big hill, a spot 
immortalized by Gen. George Rogers Clark, 
u brave Virginian, who, in 1778, witha com- 
pany of volunteers, captured Fort Gage from 

the British. 

Beside the boat load of St. Louisans there 
were boats from other towns, and vehicies 
of all descriptions, filled with peopie from 
all parts ofthe county, present, making it 
the most extensive celebration held in many 
years. 

Fort Gage, with its ancient earthworks 
still visible, is within 200 feet of the new cem- 
etery, and the monument in the midstof it 
commands a magnificent view of the country 
west, showing Kaskaskia, and the eroding 
river, as it lashes the sandy banks intothe 
muddy waters and carries it away ata rate 
that makes the destruction of the old town 
inevitable. 

Big, fat folks toiled up the hill, puffing and 
almost exhausted, for it is a very steep 
climb, but once atthe topthey were amply 
repaid for their exertions. 

At 10 o’clock a. m. Hon. Cyrus L. Cook of 
Edwardsvilie, one of the commissiopers ap- 
pointed by the State to see to the erection of 
the monument, made an appropriate speech, 
in presenting the monument, in behalf of the 
State, andthe response was made by Hon. 
Wm, Hartzell of Chester, who accepted the 
memorial for the people, Other speeches 
were made upon the Historical Reminis- 
cences of Old Kaskaskia’’ and History of 
the Appropriation for the Removalof the 
Dead. the reading of The Declaration of 
Independence, and a poem, The Capture 
of Fort Gage, and other exercises, making 
a programme of great interest, 

The monument is a granite shaft, with 
plinth, die and bases, in appropriate design, 
standing twenty-six feet high and bearing 
the following inscription: 

Those who sleep here were first buried at Kas- 
kaskla and afterward removed to this eemetery. They 
were the early pioneers of the great Mississippi 
Valley. They planted free institutions im a wilder- 
mess and were the founders of a great common- 
wealth. In memory of their sacrifices lilinois grate- 
fully erects this monument, 1892.

LOST A CROWN 


Reported Abdication of King 
George I. of Greece. 


The Helenic Kingdom to Join the List 
of Republics. 


FINANCIAL TROUBLES THE PROBABLE 
CAUSE OF THE CHANGE. 


Something of the History of the Little | 


Kingdom and Her Struggles for Con- 
stitutional Liberty—Her Rulers and 
Her Statesmen—Tricoupis and His 
Rival—- The Dane and His British 
Brother-in-Law. 

Lonpon, July 4.—The dispatch received 


from Athens at an early hour this morning, 


conveying the information that King George 
had abdicated the throrme of Greece over- 
shadows in interest any other event 
of the day in Europe. There has 
been no confirmation or denial of the news 
yet received in London. If as the dispatch 
states a revolution has occurred and 
the Kingdom is to become a Re- 


King George of Greece. 

public, the cause may be traced 
to financial troubles of the Government. 
A great mass of paper money has been 
forced into circulation, some 527, 000, 000, or 
more than $10 per capita of the entire popu- 
lation, and the budget of\each year shows 
a considerable deficit and all needful ele- 
ments of a financial crash are provided. 

In March, 1892, there appeared the first 
sy mutoms of revolutionary senti. 
ment in Greece. The crisis was 


then gbroughtj, about §by the forced resig- 
nation of the Greek Cabinet, of which M. 

Delyannis was Prime Minister, and the sum- 

moning of M. Tricoupis by King George to 
form.a new Cabinet. After that step on the 
part of the King he reconsidered his action 
and called upon M. Constantopoulo to create 
anew ministry. Inspite of the selection of 
ulo to form a Cabinet the 
supporters o 
session in the Chamber, where M. Delyannis 
made a statement. He said that he and his 
colleagues had been summoned by the King 
to resign, but had declined to do so, where- 
upon the King dismissed the Cabinet. M. 
Delyannis then asked the Chamber for a vote 
ofconfidence. The vote was carried unani- 
mously. There was no member of the op- 
position present, 

After the adjournment of the Chamber a 
large crowd escorted M. Delyannis to his res- 
idence, from the balcony of which he made 
animpa¢sioned speech. He said that the 
people had twice honored him with their 
confidenve and he would never abandon his 
post. He relied upon the support of the na- 
tion. A counter demonstration was held in 
front of the residence of M. Tricoupls. 


TRICOUPIS AND HIS RIVAL. 
Foralongtime the political situation in 
Greece has been akin to that in Great 
Britain. In the latter country the Premier- 
ship lies between Lord Salispury and Mr. 
Gladstone. InGreece it has lain between 


M, Delyannis and M. Tricoupis, and when 
one cabinet leader went out the other went 
in. The prosecution of M. Tricoupis and his 
colleagues in the former Cabinet was decided 
upon at the end of the year before last, when 
the Delyannis party gained a _ decisive 
victory atthe polls. Inthe first flush of suc- 
cess the victorious followers of M. Delyannis 
determined to complete the discomfiture of 
their adversaries by prosecuting the former 
Ministry for various alleged acts of malad- 
ministration. A bill of impeachment was 
drawn up, so framed as to include all the 
members of the late cabinet, anda commis- 
sion was appointed to investigate the charges 
and prepare the indictment. 

M. Tricoupis isthe most distinguished liv- 
ing Greek statesman and one of the ablest 
financiers in Europe. Nevertheless M. Dely- 
annis, although decidedly the inferior of M. 
Tricoupis intellectually, is much more popu- 
lar with the masses of the people. 

Twelve years ago M. Tricoupis successfully 
grappled with a financial situation almost as 
embarrassing as that which helped to bring 
about the revolution, but he was not permit- 
ted to remain in power long enough to bring 
his plans to perfection. He had to give way 
to Delyannis in 1885. He succeeded in the 
course ofa few months in undbing all that 
M. Tricoupis had done, and when he was ob- 
liged to surrender, aftera brief administra- 
tion, toa Tricoupis cabinet Greece was once 
more in a financial labyrinth. National Dank- 
ruptey seemed inevitabie and the credit of 
the State was at the lowest ebb. Tricoupis 
succeeded in bringing about a financial 
equilibrium, He increased the national debt, 
but at the same time he re-established the 
national credit and made the larger debt, so 
far as interest account was concerned, really 
less burdensome than the lesser debt had 
formerly been. His work in this respect ranks 
among the financial achievements of the 
century. 


SYSTEM OF GOVERNMENT. 


Under the Monarchy the Grecian Chamber 
of Representatives is called the Boule and is 
elected by manhood suffrage for atermof 
four years. It meets annually. Its mem- 
bership is 150. The constitution of Greece 
was adopted in 1864. The King and his Min- 
isters constitnte the executive branch of the 
Government. There are seven Ministers: 
Minister of Finance, Minister of the Interior, 
Minister of Justice, Minister of Education 
and Church Affairs, Minister of War, Minis- 
ter of Marine, and Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs. 

King George became ruler of Greece in 1863, 
after the expulsion of Ottoof Bavaria, who 
had reigned twenty-nine years, els the 
second son of Prince Christian of Schleswig- 
Holstein-Sonderburg-Glucksburg of Den- 
mark. He was elected by the National As- 
sembly at Athens. The Queen is the eldest 
daughter of Grand Duke Constantine of Rus- 
sia, brother of the late Emperor Alexander

WINNING FREEDOM. 


The Struggle of Greece Against Turkish 
Rule—Constitutional Government. 


Modern Greece began her struggle for in- 
dependence or Turkish rule in 1821. In 1822 
the first National Assembiy met and framed 
a constitution and the unequal contest con- 
tinued until 1827, whem a treaty was signed 
by the plenipotentiaries of Great Britain, 
France and Russia providing that an 
armistice between Greece and Turkey 


should be declared, and lacing 
Greece on the footing of a tributary 

rovince to the Turkish Empire. 

ut Turkey refused to accede to the proposed 
terms. The allied powers increased their 
Mediterranean fleets and instructed Admiral 
Coddington to prevent the landing of Turkish 
soldiers on Grecian Ibrahim Pasha, 
commander ofthe Tureo- Egyptian fleet, re- 
fused to obey the mandate, and in the naval 
battle which followed his fleet of 120 vessels 
was almost annihilated. This action ber- 
ated Greece from,Turkish chains. It was 
fought on Oct. 20, 1827, om! Navarino, and was

The allied powers agreel to erect Greece 
into an independent Kingnom, the first occu- 
pant of the throne bein ince Leopold of

WoORLD’s Farr Grounps, Chicago, July 4.— 
The World's Fair was ablaze with pagriotism 
to-day. It wasthe center from which the 
patriotic pulse of the liberty-loving people, 
enjoying the manifold blessings ofa land of 
the free and a home of the brave, beat 
through the nation. There were many in 
the White City to-day whose minds went 
back to that glorious Fourth of July of the 
centennial year in the Quaker City, when, 
commencing With the tolling of the midnight 
hour,the patriotic impulses of a populace ran 
riot; when for more than half a day men and 
women, young and old, native and alien, 
marched, almost without a break, up Chest- 
nut street and saluted with bared heads and 
ringing shouts the old landmark of Liberty 
in Independence square; when Sherman and 
Sheridan and Dom Pedro, all now numbered 
with those that have gone, stood arm in arm 
pefore the old Liberty Bell and bowed their 
heads in reverence and honor. 

Seventeen years have elapsed. since these 
stirring scenes were enacted and to-day in 
the Metropolis of the West, the second 
World's Exposition of the Republic gave oc- 
casion fora still greater uemonstration of 
love of fagand country, one which in its 
magnitude and impressiveness kept pace 
with the growth of the country in the inter- 
vening years and with the magnitude of the 
Columbian Exposition as compared with 
those that have gone before it. 

Chicago’s two million of permanent popu- 
lation kept holiday to-day and halfa million 
of strangers from outside points, far and 
near, helped it to celebrate. All over the 
city, in the suburban residence districts as 
well as in the commercial center, the usual 
stillness of the night was broken by the 


cracking and booming of fireworks and the 
8 shouts of merry- makers who were making a 
Putght of it so that the Worid's Fair Fourth 


might be appropriately ushered in with the 
true American spirit, 

Day broke to the accompaniment of a 
hundred guns from the gunboats inthe lake 
and the reverberations of the cannon awoke 
the sleepersand gave them notice that it 
was time to be up and moving. The pro- 
cession southward to Jackson Park began as 
early as 6 0’clock, when the Illinois Central 
started the first of its two minute trains, 
each car filled tothe doors, and from that 
hour on the steam, cable and elevated roads, 
as wellasthe big steam boats plying the 
lake, found their facilities taxed as never 
before. Old Glory“ was to be seen every- 
where, hundreds of thousanas of them, some 
of the avenues leading to Jackson Park be- 
ing literally lined with tri-colored bunting 


and the Stars and Stripes, as thoughin honor 


of the coming of some conquering hero. 
Nearly everybody out of doors, too, wore 
ethera button of the Stats and Stripes—a 
miniature fag—or a bit of tri-colored ribbon.

When the hour of 11 o’clock arrived a dense 
throng of thousands filled the inclosure be- 
tween the Administration building and 
terminal station, and the arrival of each per- 
son of prominence was greeted by cheers. 
Shortly after 10 0’clock Mayor Harrison and 
the city officials and Common Council 
of Chicago entered the grounds in carriages 


led by the 24 Regiment of the Illinois Na- 
tional Guard. Inside the gate a large crowd 
of exhibitors and visitors were drawn up in 
double columns under the comand of Maj. 
Pangborn as Chief Marshal. After a some- 
what popular greeting Mayor Harrison and 
his party proceeded directly to the stair near 
the terminal station, and were seated with 
the national commissioners, directors and 
chiefs of departments. Director General 
George R. Davis opened the ceremonies ina 
few words appropriate to the day. 

When Director General Davis had taken his 
seaton the platform, Col. C. H. Clarke of 
Milwaukee stepped forward and presented 
him a gavel made from a piece of the famous 
Washington elm at Cambridge, Mass. In 
presenting the gavel, Col. Clarke said:

| PIPER’S PARADE. 


Instead of 80,000 Men There Were Not 
800 in Line, 


THE GRAND MARSHAL HAS A QUARREL 
WITH A TOO OFFICIOUS AID. 


How the Parade Was Made Up—Exercises 
at Forest Fark— The Failure of the 
Forces to Materialize on Lucas Equare 

» Ascribed to a Misunderstanding. 


If William T. Anderson, Web M. Samuel 
and stephen Dellacella desire to get up a pa- 
rade for next year they will find no opposi- 
tion, even though Col. J. M. Piper still re- 
mains in the field, The parade given by the 
Columbian Parade and Fourth of July Cele- 
bration Society this morning was about as 
dizzy an affair as the city has ever had, The 
place of starting was supposed to be Twelfth 
Street and Washington avenue and the hour 
90’clock. About 9:80 a portion of a parade 
formed, consisting of a drum corps of four- 
teen pieces, seventy-five members of Liberty 
Council, Junior Order of American 
Mechanics, 200 members of st. Louis Council 

the same order, and Ben Franklin Council, 
180 strong, 

Col. Pipre had not arrived on the scene, and 
the gentleman who was in command, or at 
least had a sash of red, white and biue, de- 
cided to start the parade, which he did, 
carrying it up Olive street to Fifteenth and 
over Fifteenth to Locust, then taking it as far 
west as Seventeenth street. 

Col. Piper, who was acting as Grand Mar- 
shall, arrived in the meantime and had the 
parade stopped at Seventeenth street. The 
Colonel looked radiant in a plug hat and a 
sash of the national colors as he rode into 
the Twelfth street square and surveyed what 
was left him of the perade—UCarpenters’ 
Union No. 699 with about fifty men 
in line, Then telling the carpenters to 
follow, the Colonel galloped after the aid who 
had run away with the 400 men of the Junior 
Order of American Mechanics and the drum 
corps. When the Colonel caught up with the 
1 proper, 400 strong, he rode up to the 

ead of the column and @emanded an expla- 
nation of his aid and threatened to court- 
martial him. 

**Why did you do this?“ said the Colonel as 
he galled his horse up and surveyed his bat- 
talions. ‘‘Don’tyou know that I am Grand 
Marshal here?“

THE GRECIAN REPUBLIC. 

The cable dispatch stating that King 
George has abdicated and that a republic 
has been declared in Greece is an interest- 
ing bitof news sent over the cable in a 
very questionable shape. Details of the 
event are lacking and therefore itis im- 
possible to judge of the causes which led 
up to this sudden revolution and the ex- 
isting situation in the little country 
which represents all that is left of a people 
of glorious memory, 

If a Republic has really. been born in 
Greece it is doubtiess born to the troublous 
experience which has fallen to the lot of 
the modern Greeks, Their will is not the 
arbiter of the destiny of their country. 
They are entirely dependent upon 
the wills of England, France 
and Russia, whose combined protection 
has enabled the people of Greece to main- 
tain their autonomy since 1828, when they 
gained their independence of the Turkish 
yoke, With the exception of a period of 
seven years it has been a protected consti- 
tutional monarchy ever since. King 
George, who was a Danish Prince, was 
named by England, with the consent of 
the other powers, and has reigned since 
1863. | 

The Greeks and their foreign ruler have 
not agreed very well. Orises in the 
Government owing to lack of harmony be- 
tween the King’s Ministry and the people 
have been frequent. In 1875 a revolution 
was barely averted by the reluctant sub- 
mission of the King to popular demand 
for a change of Ministry. King 
George is known not to be 
fond of his charge and his resolution 
to abdicate is notsurprising. How the 
Greek Republic will fare isa question in 
which European politics figure. It is not 
able to sustain itself, as modern Greece is 
a midget country, with less than 
2,000,000 inhabitants and an army 
which cannot be increased to a 
war footing of more than 150,000 
men. Itis, moreover, in constant bicker- 
ing with Turkey over the ancient Greek 
territory which Turkey holds. But the 
modern Greek has shown himself to be a 
lover of peace and constitutional liberty 
and the protecting powers may consent to 
let him govern himself as the best way out 
of all difficulties. 
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MANUFACTURING CRIMINALS. 


In his charge to the Grand-jury, Judge 
Edmunds gave some significant facts with 
regard to the increase of crime in this city. 
During the past six months 347 indict- 
ments for felony were found, This num- 
ber is only two less than the number found 
during the entire year of 1883. The rate of 
increase is far in excess of that of the 
growth of population. 

These figures afford cause for serious 
reflection with regard to the efficiency of 
our penal system. They are strongly cor- 
roborative of Gov. Altgeld’s conclusion 
that it is a failure, and: instead of repress- 
ing crime and deereasing criminals it pro- 
motes the one and manufactures the other. 
It is certainly disheartening to find, with 
our costly machinery running at high 
pressure all the timeto protect society 
and repress erime by punishing offenders, 
the number of criminals increasing in a 
ratio of 8to 1 in comparison with the 
growth of population. It suggests a 
monstrous blunder in the system. 

When facts such as those referred to by 
Judge Edmunds are brought to public at- 
tention the usual remedy suggested is the 
putting on of more steam in the criminal 
grist mill, the haling of more men, 
women and children into jail and court 
and the manufacture of more wretches into 
bardened enemies of society. We stupidly 
go on repressing 
criminals. 

It is time that we confront the facts and 
give intelligent and honest attention to the 
search for causes and remedies. Not long 
ago a correspondent complained in our 
People’s Forum of the indiscriminate ar- 
rest of youths and mere children for 
petty offenses and the public dragging of 
them to the police stations. It was 
claimed that this hardened the feelings, 
blunted the moral sense and debased the 
natures not only of those so treated, but 
of others who witnessed their treatment. 
There is some truth in this. We are in- 
discriminate in dealing with poor and 
weakly offenders. We often offer the 
brand of crime where the hand of help 
should be held out. Through indiscrimi- 
nate disgrace and fatal assoviation we 
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crime by making 


whe might otherwise be saved to society. ) 
We pay too little attention to the causes 
of crime and the work of rescue and re- 
form. The Post-Dispatcn has frequently. 
pointed out how the present convict sys- 
tem confirms the convict in crime and 
spreads the net of crime and vice for the 
helpless innocent. 

Of course the causes that contribute to 
the growth of crime lie deeper-than the 
working of the penal system. They are a 
part of the causes that make poverty and 
wretchedness.. Their diminution is a slow 
and laborious work, but we should en- 
deavor to alleviate their effects as much as 
possible. Wecannot afford to aggravate 
them by brutal stupidity in the treatment 
of their victims. 
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THE MUNICIPAL HORSE. 


The most interesting investigation which 
could be instituted at the City Hall would 
be a search for some department of the 
Municipal Government in which Boss 
Butler does not now have a cinch of some 
kind. The authorities are hardly through 
worrying oyer his grip onthe work of 
garbage collection before Health Com- 
missioner Homan turns up another com- 
plaint of his cinch“ on the horse-shoe- 
ing business of the Health Department. 

But Boss Butler’s horse-shoeing job is 
only one of many abuses which are saddled 
on the municipal horse. This ani- 
mal represents a host of jobs. The 
most casual inquiry reveals that 
the city is robbed right and 
left through horseflesh. Every official 
who has the slightest pretext for using a 
horse get one, with a rig to match. The 
city pays for both horse and rig and pays 
for the board of the horss at the highest 
rates and the shoeing of the horse at the 
highest rates. The rig is kept in repair at 
the highest rates and the official and his 
political friends reap all the benefits of 
the horse, rigjand rates, 

Here isa fruitful subject for investaga- 
tion and retrenchment. Dr. Homan hits 
the nail on the head when he charges the 
abuses to personal and political pulls. 
They afford such non-partisan and ubiq- 
ultous bosses as Ed Butler opportunity to 
get ‘‘cinches’’ in every department and 
under every administration. They enable 
the enterprising official to get a horse“ 


on the city.

THE FOURTH IN ST. CLAIR COUNTY. 


The liberation of the St. Clair County 
judges that they may celebrate the Fourth 
of July, their future liberty or imprison- 
ment depending upon an uncertain issue, is 
very gratifying, and will perhaps evoke 
some characteristic screams of pride from 
the American eagle. Freedom is a good 
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thing, even if granted in small quantities | 


and for only one day in the year. 

These judges and their predecessors in 
sorrow were elected under State laws which 
they were sworn to sustain and enforce. 
They have kept their pledges. They have 
served faithfully and have violated no 
statute either of the State of Missouri or of 
the United States. No failure to perform 
the duties of their office has ever been re- 
corded against them, nor have they shown 
a disinclination to perform them. But 
owing to the interference of the Federal 
Courts and a conflict of judgments 
between State and national tribunals they 
have for years been deprived of their lib- 
erty while the affairs of the community 
over which they were elected to preside have 
fallen into confusion. Local self-govern- 
ment, which our constitution is supposed 
to protect, is destroyed by a judicial fiat. 
Respect for one court means contempt for 
the other, the freedom of the county judges 
being of the kind enjoyed by the individual 
who found himself between the devil and 
the deep sea. 

In this attempt to sustain the guarantees 
of liberty the St. Olair County judges 
have lost their liberty. Lugging in re- 
mote issues and technicalities the Federal 
Courts have arbitrarily nullified the local 
laws and imposed an unauthorized yoke 
upon the people and their servants. The 
legal right claimed by the Federal Court 
was denounced by the Federal Supreme 
Court many times before this case came 
up, and according to the most respected 
authorities it is usurpation which would. 
be ridiculous if it were not so serious. 

But they are free to-day. They may 
celebrate the institution of individual 
liberty in America, and will no doubt be 
in the humor for the old-fashioned speech- 
making glorifying the declaration of the 
rights of man and of independence from 
despotism, They are free for oné day at 
least, and for this boon they should be 
duly thankful. But when they go back to 
prison they may ponder over the worth of 
liberties which are held notasof right 
but at the will or whimof quarreling 


judges. 


THE story that there isa rule in the En- 
glish navy permitting an offiger to disobey 
an order froma superior if he sees that it 
will result in accident is incredible. Such 
arule would be destructive of discipline 
and put an end to all unity of action. It 
would place every officer from midship- 
man up to admiral upon hisown judg- 
ment, and the admiral would have no 
more real authority than the powder 
monkey. Itiscurious that the English 
papers talk of this ruleasa fact and find 
fault with the Rear Admiral and other offi- 
cers for not following it. It does not argue 
much knowledge of the institution of 
which all Englishmen are so proud.

A VALUABLE VALISE. 


STRANGE CIRCUMSTANCES UNDER 
WHICH IT CAME INTO MY POSSESSION. 


Returning from New York City by the E—

The saloon keepers of St. Louis instead of 
being disgruntied at the operation of the new 
- exrise law creating a commissioner and im- 
posing additional fees and an incrense of tax 
express themselves as entirely satisfied with 
the arrangement. It was prophesied that 
there would be considerable discontent 
among them at being compelled to get signa- 
tures to their petitions twice a year and that 
there would be protests and possibly an at- 
tempt to fight the law if the Commissioner 
attempted to enforce this rule, but the pre- 

diction has not been verified. 
WHAT PRESIDENT HOWARD SArs. 

John W. Howard, President of the Liquor 
Dealers’ Benevolent Association, told a 
PostT-DIsPATCH reporter to-day that there 
would be no fuss raised about the matter. He 
was asked if there had not been some talk of 


a general protest, and replied that there 

no room for one. The saloon-keepers,’’

This brings the 
total fees of the commissioner to $4.50 every 
six months or $9 a year. So you see, the 
2,000 saloon men will have to pay $18,000

We make no objection to paying the 
State more money than heretofore because it 
ig said that it is needed, and as for the com - 
missioner the sum is trifling for each man.“ 
The Liquor, Dealers’ Benefit Association 
comprises the proprietors of almost all the 
better class saloons. The proceedings of 
its . meetin are never given out 
for publication, but it is 
understood that last week resolutions were 
passed approving of the new law and ex- 
Ssing satisfaction at the appointment of 
icholas Bell as Excise Commissioner. 

The law fixes the Fourth of July as one of 
the two days for renewing licenses. Yester- 
day saloonmen crowded about the desks of 
the five clerks employed by the commission- 
er, and a large number filed their postions. 
Itisa oo impossibility, Mr. Bell says, 
to issue all the licenses in one day or even in 
several. He construes the law as meaning 
the Fourth of July, ‘‘or as soon thereafter as 
possible, with the exercise of all due dili- 
wence.’’ e — of July being a legal 
holiday, the, 1S¥uance of licenses will begin 
to-morrow. under the statute which pro-

FINANCIAL TROUBLES 
Believed to Have Caused the ) 
ance of Michael J. Kelley.

The mystery as to what caused him to dis. 
appear is gradually Clearing up. Mrs. Kel- 
ley, the wife of the missing agent, has told a 
friend of her husband’s that she thought the 
trouble had some connection with the affairs 
of \iaurice Kelley, who was recently released 
from the local agency on the Southwest 
Dispatch, upon the Clover Leaf going into 
the hands of a receiver. The release of Mau- 
rice Kelley, it has been learned, was due sim- 
ply to the change of management, and no 
other cause 

It is now pretty well understood by 
the friends of the missing man that 
financial troubles have caused him 
to get out of sight. The date of their 
origin is not positively Known, but is given 
out by one or two friends who furnished 
Michael Kelley aid when he asked it of them, 
that he sought their assistance in order to 
help his brother Maurice along. In short he 
borrowed, it is said, from afew good friends 
Vurious sums of money and in addition to 
this was troubled by other private affairs of 
a pecuniary kind. His anxiety to clear off 
his indebtedness and his supposed inability 
to do so, it is thought probably worked so 
heavily on his mind that he soughta refuge 
either in spirituous liquor or a trip from 
the city, or both. 

Some also fear that he became temporarily

ACCIDENTALLY SHOT. 


Arthur Harris Struck by a Bullet Fired by 
Charles Broadhead. 


The glorious Fourth came within an ace of 
claiming its first victim about 9 0’clock last 
night in the person of Arthur Harris, a young 
colored man living at 1308 Chestnut street. 
Harris was sitting on the doorstep of his 
home with his 3-months-old baby on his Knee 


when he was struck In the leg by a bullet 
fired from a revolver in the hands of Charles 
Rroadhead, proprietor of a rooming-house at 
1309 Chestnut street. The ball inflicted a 
flesh wound about four inches long on his leg, 
and glancing off struck him in the hand, only 
Slightly injuring him, How the infant, Which 
was sitting on his knee at the time, escaped 
injury appears almost miraculous, 

After doing the shooting Broadhead took to 
his heels and escaped. Eye witnesses, how. 
ever. agree that the occurrence was purely 
accidental. He had fired two shots in the alr 
and was lowering the revolver, a 38-caliher 
weapon, when it wasagain discharged with 
the above result. After Broadhead had left 
the house his wife remembered that there 
was another revolver in the front room, 
Fearing a visit from the police, she 
handed it to a boarder in the house named 
Charles P. Forbes and requested him to hide 
it. He consented, and took the weapon 
from her just as Officers Mansfield and Alt 
made their appearance, They at once 
grabbed him and, flading the revolver when 
they searched him, at once concluded that 
he had done the shooting. He was placed 
under arrest and locked up at the Your 
Courts to await investigation. 


THE TORPEDO STATION FIRE. 


Later Details of the Explosion—Caused 
by Sypcntaneous Combustion. 

NEWPORT, R, I., July 4.—The torpedo sta- 
tion of the gun- cotton factory which ex- 
ploded at 1:40 yesterday afternoon, killed. 
three men and injured five, Later the fac- 
tory took fire and was burned to the ground. 
The dead are: Jeremiah Harrington, fore- 
man ofthe guncotton gang; Frank Lough- 
lin, Michael Reagan. 

The injured are: Ensign Capehart, United 
States Navy, seriously but not fatally 
wounded in the breast, Mate Robert Robin- 
son, United States Navy, wounded on on side 
of face; Daniel Burns, Quartermaster, fifty 
woundson his body; James Dunphy, arm 
injured; Richard Steele, piece out calf of 
lex; Seaman Gunner Kuhlnein, back injured; 
Peter Neilson, eye lost, head wounded; Cari 
Kenel, side injured. 

George A. Converse of the station 
makes what isin all probability the best 
statement of how it happened. He states that 
Harrington, one ofthe men killed, told him 
that the fire which caused the explosion was 
the result of spontaneous combustion of raw 
cotton in the drying- room. Harrington died 
soon after telling what happened. The flesh 
was torn from the bodies of all the men hurt’ 
and bits of wood and metal perforated their 
bones. Those not dead will recover,

RECALLS THE TRAGEDY. 


A Man Named Cecil English is Refused a 
Marriage License. 


An attempt to procure a marriage license 
yesterday in Bellevilie, III., by two parties 
who gave their names to Deputy County 
Clerk Sunkel as Cecil English, 28 years of 
age, and Myrtle Keylor, 15 years, has been 
the means of recalling a celebrated 
street-car murder in St. Louls in 
which a man of the same name 


as English was charged with and acquitted 
ofthe crime. Although the girl who applied 
forthe marriage license was accompanied 
by parties alleged to be her parents, the 
deputy clerk refused them because of the 
tender age of the girl, who, he said, did not 
look to be more than 12 years old. 

They all claim to be residents of St. Louis, 
but would not give their addresses. The city 
directory does not contain the nameof Cecil 
English or any such name as ‘‘Keylor.’’ The 
parties are said to have returned to St. Louls 
from Belleville and ali trace of them is lost. 

The tragedy which the name of Cecil 
English recalls was enacted about four years 
ago. The man’s full name was Cecil Morgan 
English, and he had 8 em- 
ployed as a conductor of the indell 
Rallway Co., on the Washington avenue 
Ine. English was said to haxe lived unhap- 
pily with his wife and becoming sullen and 
morose in dispcsition, neglected his business 
and was suspended. He suspected another 
conductor on the line, named Fitzgerald, 
ofbeing intimate with Mrs. English, and 
arming himself with a revolver one after- 
noon about 4 o’clock he boarded Fitzger- 
ald’s car at Twelfth street and Washington 
avenue. About Twentieth street, without a 
word of warning he drew his revolver and 
shot Fitzgerald through the head, killing him 
instantly. There were a few lady passengers 
inthe car at the time who were horrified at 
the deed and who were too much frightened 
to do anything except tocling to each other. 
Leaving his victim lying dead across the 
back platform of the car, English 
went to the front and ‘*holding up 
the driver ordered him to whip up the 
horses. No stop was allowed to be made 
until Vandeventer avenue was reached, 
when English Jumped fromthe car and was 
arrested. 

When the case was called for trial here he 
took a change of venue to Bowling Green, 
where after a sensational trial he 
was acquitted on the grounds that he had 
become temporarily demented on account 
of the misconduct of the wife, which was 
fully shown up at the trial. 

Since his release the police have kept no 
trace of him. 

Two conductors on the Lindell road say 
thatthe woman he was married to was a 
widow with plenty of money, who stood by 
him during his trig) after he killed Fitz- 
gerald. 

He had lived, they said, on Cook avenue 
and was not compelled to work. 

Another story was that he was not married 
at the time of the tragedy, but that he did 
marry a woman subsequentiy and has been 
living in the city ever since. 

Whether the Cecil English who applied for 
the marriage license at Belleville is the same 
manas Cecil Morgan English no one who 
knew the latter appears to know.

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The Search for Buried Treasure at the 
Base of Missouri’® Hills, 


PEOPLE OF KNOBNOSTER HAVE FAITH 
IN THE LEGEND. 


They Expect to Unearth $1,600,000 in 
Coin, Hidden by Spaniards Nearly a 
Century Ago—Description of the Spot 
Where the Excavations are Being 
Made—Stones Bearing Strange Marks.

SEDALIA; Mo., July 4.—The excitement over 
the treasure digging at Knobnoster, Mo., 
continues unabated. A syndicate of five 
gentlemen have the exploration in hand and 
yesterday notified anexpert at Texarkana, 
Tex., that they desired his services 
to locate the hidden gold, The 
man claims to have had much experience 
in excavating for archeological remains and 
believes that his knowledge thus gained will 
be of value to him at Knobnoster. 

The land upon which the treasure is sup- 
posed to be buried has been leased by Mr. W. 
M. Vanatta, a well-known citizen of Knob- 
noster. who is confident that the gold will 
be found. He was intervelwed by your cor- 


respondent and found to be a man of far 
more than ordinary intelligence. He is en- 
thusiastic over a find recently made by him, 
and it looks as ifthe dim old Spanish story is 
notamyth. Theland in question is about 
one-fourth of a mile northeast of Knob- 
noster and for years has been used as a 
pasture. A small stream runs through 
one edge and during the many years its 
channel has worn deep into the ground. 
While passingalong the edge ofthis stream 
a few days ago Mr, Vanatta was surprised to 
see part ofa large, smoothly dressed stone 
projecting laterally from the dank 
of the stream about six inches 
below the top of the ground, His curiosity 
was excited and he commenced an investi 
gation. The dirt was cleared away and the 
find examined. There were two large stones, 
each about 3 feet square ands inches in 
thickness. Thefirst was marked in the fol - 
lowing pecullar manner: 1

The horizontal lines extend exactly east 
and west, and ali the lines were cut into the 
stone to a depth of a quarter of an inch and 
appeared to have been executed witha sharp 
instrument. The dots represent holes which 
had been cut toa depth of over an inch. In 
the lower left hand corner was what 
appeared to represent a crow’s foot. The 
regular space between the holes was five and 
one-half inches. The other stone was north- 
east of the first one and buta short distance 
away. The lines ran north and south and 
were as follows: 


Underneath those were three smaller 
stones with peculiar workings upon them. 

The find vividly recalled the old story of 
the lost treasure. Many years ago a party 
of Spanish explorers from Mexico started 
west from St. Louis upon their return to 
the land of the Aztecs. ey 
passed a fort located where Boonville 
now stands and were told that the Crow 
Indians were liable to intercept them if they 
continued westward. There weretwo trails 
leading to Mexico, one called the north and 
the other the south trail. The Spaniards 
chose the first and reached Knobnoster on 
their way homeward. They were discovered 
by the Ingians and, fearing an attack, 
buried theirgreasure, estimated at $1,500,000 
in gold. Tey were attacked and all put to 
death except one, a woman, who was carried 
intocaptivity. She managedto escape and 
reach Mexico,where she told the story of her 
terrible experience and of the buried 
gold. Many years ago Sylvester Hall of 
Knobnoster, long since dead, went 
to Mexico and heard from the lips of the then 
aged and decrepit woman a description of 
where the gold was buried. According to 
her it was secreted somewhere between 
the two pecullar hills or Knobs 
from which Knobnoster takes 
its name, and marked with two 
buried stones which could be found by going 
in a certa in direction from a large oak 
tree. Mr. Hall searchea for it, but never 
came across the coveted gold. Since then 
there have been, perhaps, a hundred at- 
tempts to discover this golden fleece. 
Those now engaged inthe work have formed 
a stock company and are sure of success.

THE MINING INDUSTRIES {OF THAT 
STATE PARALYZED.

President Mee)’s Views as to the Gen- 
eral Outlook—He Thinks the Present 
Storm Will Clear the Financial Atmos- 
phere and Produce g Better Situation 
Than Before—Silver Talks. 


OMAHA, July 4.—Ex-Gov. J. B. Grant of 
Colorado, President of the Smelting and Re- 
fining works of this city and Denver, is here 
confering with business associates relative to 
the action the silver men intend to take in 
regard to the proposed repeal of the Sherman 
Silver Purchasing act. Mr. Grant admits 
that there is a dreary outlook for mining in- 


— api oe 2 — no ware silver would be 
un ngress decides the issue. 
He further said: 

My plan would be free coinage, limited to the 
American product, in a ratio of twenty or twenty- 
two and a half to one. It has been about twenty-five 
for the last six months, and that has been a little 
too high. There will be no increase in the produc- 
tion at 80c, while at 600 there would be a tremend- 
ous falling off. Agreatmany of the mines would 
not pay to work at that figure. I expect to see a bet- 
ter perso for lead than has prevailed fer some time 
as there has been a great deal of what might be called 
incidental lead producea from mixed ores that were 
worked for silver. The lead in such 
cases would be produced, even if the 
was as low as a quarter ot a cent a 2 b 
that the smelting of such ores will be stop ‘ 

Will be a fatiing off of this ineidental lea 
and a conseqnent stiffening of price. The stoppage 
of free coinage by India and the attendant dropping 
out of the very bottom of the silver market was 3 
paralyzer to the silver men. Ind has been for 
years the great sinkhole into which both gold and 
silver have been poured, never to be seen or 
heard of again, and it seems me that 
this will sooner or later result in the 
remonetization of silver. It seems to me 
that silver must eventually be remonetized. It has 
not been until the last six years thatthe silver pro- 
duction has reached $100,000, a t rar it 
was $152, .000, and the year before $144.000,- 
This increase was caused by the big produac- 
tion in Austrailia, and the increased pro- 
duction in Mexico, due to the opening up of new 
railroads and extemsion of old ones. Nevada has 
dwindled to practicaliy nothing, and Utah is not 
ncreasing, Idaho is decreasing and 
ontana and Colorado are furnishing the 
bulk of the production. We use $9,000, worth 
ofsilver in the arts here every year, while of last 
year’s gold production of $30,000,000, 819,000, 000 
Was used in the arts. Deducting the amount of 
silver used in the arts, the Sherman law would take 
care of the American produet very nicely, and by 
22 up the bars against foreign silver and chang- 
uk the ratio as before stated I think the question 

would be very satisfacterily solved.“ 


MINES PRACTICALLY CLOSED. 


The Mines of Colorado Find Their Occu- 
pations Gone. 

DENVER, July 4.—The mines of the State 
are practically closed and the men who have 
busied themselves driving tunnels and sink- 
ing shafts and drifting through great ore 
bodies under ground find their occupations 
gone. Men whonever before knew an idle 
moment are now walking the streets of the 
mining camps ofthe State. Of the 318 mines 
employing men, all are closed. They have 
operated for nearly a year ata loss, expect- 
ing daily that the white metal would be 
recognized asa money metal and the price 
go up. Some ot the mines are still pumping 
water at enormous expense until it Is seen 
what Congress will do, for it would be 
expensive to let them fill up with water. 
This depression has affected all lines of bus- 
iness in the State. In Denver forces of stores 
have been reduced, and in many instances 
wages have been cut down, but they will be 
immediately restored when the price of 
silver goes up. Of course the big gold mines 
ofthe State in Gilpin County, ‘‘The Little 
e still working and many will 
continue, there is no disguising the fact 
that the closing ofthe silver mines will cut 
—4 — gold supply, for many ot them carry 
gold.

CLEAR FINANCIAL ATMOSPHERE. 
New YORK, July 4.—Mr. C. F. Meel, Presi- 
dent of the Colorado Coal and Iron Develop- 
ment Co. and director of the Colorado Fuel 


and Iron Co., speaking on the silver question 
for Colorado, said: 


I believe thatthe storm which is now at it 
heighth will clear the financial atmosphere aad 
bring all interests together for the establishment of 
a sound fiscal basis. and that under the rearrange- 
ment the mines of Colorado and the Northwest will 
run as they have hitherto and at a fair profit. I look 
for the re-establishment of the mining interests of 
Colorado in a very short time, and believe that the 
present agitation will direct attentién to the the 
agricultural resources of the State. which are im- 
mense and only indifferently developed, 
There is more money made in live stock and agricul- 
tural interests to-day than in the mines. Besides, 
the State has morseogi and iron orethan any State 
in the Union, which forms a basis for legitimate 
enterprises, with a market covering nearly all the 
territory west of the Missouri River. o matter 
what is done with silyer, Colorado will still be rich 
if she nas nothing but her coal and iron. 
From these two products Pennsylvaaia has 
grown immensely rich. The agitation for 
suspension of attachment and execution laws 
has been carried on by thoughtiess people who have 
roperty nor financial responsibility of any 
nature, but Coloradois dominated by conservative 
and honorable people who will be the last in the 
Union to repudiate their honest debts and obliga- 
tions. Itis true the — suggestion of the suspen- 
sion of laws for the enforcement of contra:ts will 
injure Colorado to some extent. but people who 
have interests sufficient to consider the matter at 
all will realize that itis merely an outburst on the 
part of an element that existsin every State in the 
Union, and which is always irresponsible.

Prince thinks thatthe recent actiono 
India in suppressing silver coinage only 
serves to fortifyithe position of those who 
favor free coinage.

There is consequently also a depre- 
clation of other values caused. In India. 
where there bas been a notable decrease in 
the production of silver, the demonetization 
act has caused it to recede wonderfully in 
value. 

The silver question, added the Governor, ‘*is 
not at all understood in the East. All kinds of erro- 
neous impressions prevail—among them one that 
silver has become so pieutiful as to cease to be pre- 
cious metal. The facts refute all statements intended 
to prejudice the minds of the people against silver.

‘*Buck’’ Was one of the speediest and most 
accurate throwers ever seen on the diamond 
and it was suicidal for the fleetest runner 
to attempt to steal a base on him. 


His throws to second,. where they were 
received by either Johnny Ward or ‘‘move 
up' Joe Gerhardt, were marvelous at times 
andthe Gotham ‘‘fans’’ used to rave over 
them. A few, years ago Buck! developed 
a bad case of *‘charley-horse’’ in his throw- 
Ing arm and ever since has been a fallure 
behind the bat, although still the same 
reliable player. Tom Deasley, who 
afterwards was a member of 
the Browns, was the change catcher of the 
Giants. Deasley was as good a backstop as
